Case was Tried Before Judfe

Judge Fleming who represented 
Mr». Candice E. Grant in her suit 
against the city of Brainerd to re­ 
cover $5,000 damages for injuries 
claimed to have been received on ac­ 
count of the negligence of the city, 
received word from St. Paul today 
that the supreme court had reversed 
the decision of the lower court and 
bad ordered another trial. 
ft will be remembered that the 
case was tried in this city at the reg­ 
ular term of the district court last ■ 
June. 
Mrs. Grant brought suit im- | 
mediately after an accident in which 
she was quite badly injured. 
In 
d ri v i n g over the 
Miss i s»i ppi ri ver J 
road bridge west of the city the ] 
horse backed over the approach to 
the bridge and she was thrown out. 
She was laid up for some time 
thereafter. 
When the case came to trial City 
Attorney Crowell appeared on be­ 
half of the city of Brainerd and 
Judge Fleming was retained by Mrs. 
Grant. Judge Baiter was called in 
the case and after hearing the testi­ 
mony he directed the jury to bring in 
a verdict for the defendant city. 
Later on a motion for a new trial 
was argued before Judge Baxter at 
Fergus Falls and this motion was 
also dented. Judge Fleming carried 
the case to the supreme court with 
the result that the above decision 
was handed down yesterday. 
The following is the syiilabus; 
“It is the duty of a municipality 
having control of its public thorough- 
fares to construct and maintain suit­ 
able approaches to bridges within 
the city intended for public travel 
and to provide suitable barriers or 
guards to prevent persons lawfully 
using such places from injury. 
“Evidence in this case considered 
and held that it was a question for 
the jury whether the public authori­ 
ties of a city had failed to perform 
their full duty in the maintenance of 
barriers on the sides of an embank­ 
ment constructed and used as a 
public highway leading to a bridge 
in a populous and well-settled portion 
thereof; also, whether such neglect 
was thejproximate cause of plaintiff's 
injury. 
“ Order reversed and a new trial 
granted.
